HE State of the Trade to Africa will, in all pro- 
bability, be decided during this prefent Seflion of 
Parlisment, one Way or other ; that is to fay, if due Care 
be taken, it may be preferved and improved ; but if it 
be neglected or poftponed, I think it will be wholly loft, 
and fail into the Hands of our Enemies. 

I obferve that the African Company, the Weft-India 
Planters, Mafters of Ships, and even Landholders, have 
laboured to open the Eyes of the Publick, by fhewing 
that this Trade isas the Root of a mighty rich and fruit- 
ful Tree, whofe extenfive Branches fhed their golden 
Fruit over the whole Britifh Empire ; and that if the 
Root, being a little out of Sight, be difregarded, and fall 
to decay, for want of Culture or due Nourifhment, it 
will be in vain to expect the Fruit from withered 
Boughs., 

But I do not find that We, or any of Us, have ftir’d 
at all in this momentous Affair, except it be fome few,

Experience, but let 
him recollect palt Times, and confider the prelent; ond 
whether Men of War can, and have been, always {pared 
to prorect every Trader, or to procure him fpeedy Sa- 
tisfaétion tor Depredstions. 

Therefore the grand Ule of Forts is to preferve the 
Trade itfelf. Over and befides this, thefe For s, evea 
in their worft Condition, hive been of more Ule for 
Twenty Years paft, to feparate Merchants, in the Exercife 
of that Trade, than any other of our Fortreſſes in any 
other Part of the World.
